the Mexican committee, and tbe tintml 
Duke Maximilian both acce >tfj and r«j«cls 
tho cromi of the new umpire. He nccepts 
it with conditions, which conditions may or 
may not be fulfilled, but which tho .icund 
Duke may decloro i'ulGllcd \vhenevcr iteuiti; 
him to do ao. 
Llia highness plainly (nit! 


the committee they had no ri^ht to oflei" 
him the crown of Mexico, G'IQCO thc-y only 
represented the junta of the city of Jfoxi- 
co nnd in no senso the whole counlry, ant! 
that they must carry tho crovvu hacl: r.ad 
placu it at tbe disposiliou of the whole 
country. But the Prince is really tiurirous 
of mounting the profi'ered throne, aud this; 
piece of political virtue is only n part of 
tbe play dictated from Puna. Napoleon 
will aee that the voie, whtitevevmfty bu the 
real sentiment of the people, io tust in fii- 
?or of the Prince. Already the imni.stt.'rtiil 
proas, with a eingulur tiimiiinuty, unnounct; 
that there is no doubt of tho vote of ilnj 
country resulting in ftvvor of th(3 Prince, 
and yet the French occupation doha not 
cover one-fourth of tho population oi' the 
•latea. 


The Princo Maximilian'o second condi- 


tion is, a "solid guarant&G1' of stability; 
but the nature of this guarantee, or from 
whom it is to come, he docs not indicato. 
We are left to in for, therefore, lh;U it hi ei- 
ther a European alliance on this 
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or felao a psrmanont army of occujmlion. 
But aa tbe European alliance is doubtful, 
if tiot imposiiiblt', the Vcinco pn»l)ul»ly re- 
ferred to au army of occupation, nnd this 
brings us to a nearer acrutiny of thn Km- 
peror'a plana. Ilia noHJuaty knows thai 
whatever tlae t!io United State.i \vi!! pur- 
mil, thoy will not permit ft tnoimrchr in 
Mexico jf supported tnurt) by tbo bayonets 
of a foraigu power. So thivt v/lu-n ihu ru- 
bellion is put down iu tbo Unit-ad StitU^, 
Napoleon and bis proli-ya iMfixiniilii.n will 
probably ttdopt Iho aubmrfu^u \viiit:h h:ia 
ao well bL-rvud other uiouurvtin under hiiui 
lar circumstanct-d, aud uutruot the .'KiHjty, 
or rather, the ': nolid guaritnteti/'ot' iho uo\v 
tbrotie to hired European soliiierji—to inn 
or fifteen ihuujand IrishiuuiJ, lor cituupit;. 
In tnia case V,o French army would r/it-h- 
draw from the country, uud the, govcrnin^nL 
wf Maximilian would ihon becumu, tucniii- 
caliy, at leuat, u purnly Mexican govern- 
ment. And since tbe government and poo- 
pie of tbe United Suuua can liavu IID pt-r- 
non&l feeling agaiust the Grutid i»ui;>j 
Mttxirnilian, tbo Emperor Napulcuti, u:i 
well as the Grand Duke, will hope that tho 
United Statea will not obj ;ct to thu L-ouiin- 
uancwoftho tuonarchy under the-ii condi- 
tions.
